A horrific dog attack that left a jogger criti- 
cally injured this week has brought to light a 
familiar debate over laws governing animals 
and their owners. 

Joseph Finley 62, was mauled by two pit 
bulls Monday while he was running on a path 
in Rainbow Beach Park. A bystander came to 
beat the dogs off with a bat, and police fatally 
shot the animals when officers arrived to the 
scene. Finley remained in critical condition 
Wednesday night at Stroger Hospital. 

The incident has reignited conflict be- 
tween Chicago dog owners who take care of 
their pets and residents who fear attacks such 
as these are evidence that certain breeds — 
currently pit bulls— are so dangerous they 
should be banned, regardless of their upbring- 
ing or care. 

Gregory Finley a brother of the victim, told 
the Tribune on Tuesday that dog owners who 
leave their pets unattended must be held ac- 
countable. “These two dogs almost killed my 
brother,” he said. 

In the comments section of the story on- 
line, some readers called for an all-out ban on 
pit bulls. 

“If pit bulls didn’t exist, neither would at- 
tacks on people,” one comment read. “Bea- 
gles don’t attack, for instance, and are there 
not irresponsible beagle owners?” 

The owner of the two pit bulls was issued 
tickets for failing to restrain them ($300- 
$10,000 fine) and not having dog licenses 
($30 -$200 fine). He has a court hearing in 
March. 

“Clearly, everybody is outraged and horri- 
fied by this incident,” said Aid. Robert Fio- 
retti (2nd), whose ward in the South Loop and 
West Loop has a number of dogs and dog- 
friendly areas. He said his office this week has 
fielded calls, emails and texts from residents 
asking about stronger laws and urging a ban 
on pit bulls. “Whenever an incident occurs, 
we don’t want to have a knee-jerk reaction. 
We want to have something that is compre- 
hensive, well thought out and increases public 
safety”

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HOW CHICAGO DEALS 
WITH DANGEROUS DOGS 


Chicago’s municipal code defines so- 
called dangerous dogs, mandates restric- 
tions on them and imposes penalties on irre- 
sponsible dog owners. Here’s a breakdown. l.v. 



LEASH ORDINANCE 

Letter of the law: It’s illegal for animals to be 
outside their owners’ property lines without a 
leash-unless the animal is a dog at a dog park. 

Violations: If no one is severely injured or killed 
and there is no property damage, the fine is 
$300. If someone is severely injured or killed, 
owners face fines of $1,000-$10,000 and the 
possibility of jail time and community ser- 
vice. Fines for property damage range from 
$300-$1,000. 


BITE ORDINANCE 



Letter of the law: Owners must notify the Animal Care and Control Commission 
within 24 hours of their animal biting another animal or person. The consequences 
for the animal vary depend- 
ing on whether it caused 
severe injury or death to the 
other party and whether 
it has had its rabies shots. 

They include home con- 
finement, vet observation 
and impoundment. 

Violations: Owners face 
fines of $300-$500 and 
the possibility of jail 
time. The impounded 
animal fee is $150. 


DANGEROUS ANIMAL ORDINANCE 

Letter of the law: The city defines 
a dangerous animal as any that 
“bites, inflicts injury on, kills or 
otherwise attacks a human be- 
ing or domestic animal without 
provocation on any public or 
private property.” Also included 
in the definition are animals 
that chase or approach a person 
in “an apparent attitude of at- 
tack” on more than one occasion 
without provocation and animals 
that are owned or trained for the 
purpose of animal fighting, or used as 
guard dogs. 


Violations: An animal control officer de- 
clares whether an animal is dangerous, the 
consequences of which vary depending 
on the severity of the animal’s offense. 
The animal can be put down if it kills 
or severely injures a human or other 
animal. If it is not, its owner must get a 
dangerous animal license for an annual 
fee of $100, have a microchip installed 
under the animal’s skin, have it sterilized 
and secure liability insurance on it for at least 
$100,000. Penalties for violating these and 
other rules range from $500-$1,000 and im- 
poundment of the animal.

the City Council meeting Jan. 18 to explore 
ways to make pet owners more responsible 
for their pets. He wants the city to look at the 
laws in place and how they’re enforced. He 
also said he wants the council to examine how 
other cities and states handle the issue and 
discuss ways to strengthen Chicago’s rules. 

“Is banning breeds the answer? I think this 
City Council has looked at it in the past and 
they said no,” Fioretti said. 

City officials years ago passed an ordinance 
that places restrictions on animals deemed 


dangerous based on their behavior. The or- 
dinance penalizes owners and does not single 
out breeds. 

There is a crowd- sourced online petition 
currently circulating against the very idea of 
a ban on pit bulls in the city 

Any breed-specific legislation does not get at 
the root of the problem, said Robyn Barbiers, 
president of the Anti-Cruelty Society The fo- 
cus instead should be on strong, enforceable 
leash laws and neutering, she said. Neutering 
is believed to help reduce aggression in dogs. 


Barbiers cited statistics from a study pub- 
lished in 2000 in the Journal of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association that showed 
24 percent of 227 human dog bite-related fa- 
talities over a 20 -year period involved unre- 
strained dogs off the owner’s property 

“It is a valid concern to be worried about 
dog bites,” Barbiers said. But a number of 
breeds can be involved in bites, not just pit 
bulls. “Don’t ban the breed,” she said. “Ban 
the behavior.” 

Pit bulls get a bad rap, said Rochelle Mi- 


chalek, executive director of PAWS (Pets 
Are Worth Saving) Chicago. Stories about 
dogfighting and attacks have fueled the stig- 
ma, but PAWS is trying to change the per- 
ception. 

“By nature, these are not vicious dogs,” Mi- 
chalek said. “They actually make great pets. 
It’s how they’re brought up and the environ- 
ment they’re brought up in that has turned 
these dogs into behavioral challenges or given 
them their reputation.”

M-Rahm defends decision 
to trim the Taste of Chicago

Mayor Emanuel on 
Wednesday justified 
cutting the Taste of 
Chicago in half saying 
the number of days do 
not determine the ap- 
peal of the lakefront 
restaurant showcase. 

“It's what we fill 
those days with and what quality of both food 
and experience we bring to tbe tamilies of the 
city of Chicago,” Emanuel said at an unrelated 
news conference. 

Taste will be trimmed from io days to five this 
summer. And it wifi be moved to mid-July, losing 
Independence Day as its anchor. The changes 
were announced last week during the holiday 
season, traditionally a slow time for news. 


It was time to rethink the festival “after 
20 -plus years of tinkering around the edges,” 
Emanuel said Wednesday “I have all the confi- 
dence people will continue to enjoy” 

The long-running food festival has been 
scaled back the past few years in the wake of a 
fatal shooting near the Taste in 2008 and city 
budget woes. 

Shortly after taking office in May Emanuel 
announced that to cut costs, there would no 
longer be July 3 fireworks centered around the 
Taste. 

The mayor also altered the Taste by closing it 
a half-hour earlier most nights, at 8:30 p.m. Po- 
lice Superintendent Garry McCarthy said that 
would give officers more daylight to clear the 
festival grounds and usher people toward trains 
and buses* 

After last summer’s Taste drew relatively

CPS report alleges cases 
of fraud, misconduct

In the year leading up to the overhaul of Chicago 
Public Schools leadership, the school district was 
beset by troubling instances of fraud and em- 
ployee misconduct, including $1.13 million in im- 
proper benefits paid to retired teachers, systemic 
abuse of the federal free lunch program at a West 
Side high school and a scheme by a central office 
employee to use school funds to buy items he later 
exchanged for cash. 

Those are among more than two dozen cases 
detailed in the annual CPS inspector general’s re- 
port released to the public Wednesday 

At a time of transition for CPS —operating un- 
der an interim chief executive, with a school board 
on its way out as a new mayor was on his way in— 
the report suggests a lack of institutional author- 
ity and control. 


In some cases, employees took advantage of 
lax oversight in the free lunch program to enroll 
their children despite earning six-figure salaries. 
In other cases, employees were circumventing the 
district’s computer system to access pornographic 
material online or visit dating sites, the report 
found. 

One assistant principal at an undisclosed high 
school who also was employed by a local travel 
agency steered more than $22,000 in school funds 
to the business, an obvious conflict of interest, 
the report said. Other employees were falsifying 
school attendance records and working part-time 
jobs on the side, Inspector General James Sulli- 
van’s report alleged. 

“There are 40,000 CPS employees and, for 
the most part, only a few of them hit our radar 
screen,” Sullivan said.

In Englewood, a 25-year-old man was 
beaten to death in the 6000 block of 
South Morgan Street and an 18-year- 
old man was shot to death in the 6000 
block of South Green Street in separate 
incidents Saturday, officials said. 

Englewood logged 26 homicides 
in 2011, up from 14 homicides in 2010, 
RedEye data shows. 

In New City, a 23-year-old man was 
shot to death Saturday in the 4400

Three days earlier, a 19-year-old man 
was fatally shot in the 800 block of 
West 50th Street, officials said. 

New City recorded 14 homicides in 
2011, up from 11 homicides in 2010, ac- 
cording to RedEye data.

The electoral season kicked off Tuesday night with 
the Iowa caucuses, but the primary race is far from 
over. With all the talk of South Carolina, Iowa and 
New Hampshire, Chicagoans might be wondering 
where our presidential primary fits in. 

HERE ARE THE DETAILS 

WHEN: The primary election is March 20 in Illinois, 
and early voting starts Feb. 27. The general elec- 
tion is Nov. 6. 

WHO: So far, the only Republican candidates who 
have filed to run in the Illinois presidential primary 
are Texas Rep. Ron Paul and former Massachusetts 
Gov. Mitt Romney, who squeaked out a win in Iowa 


over former Pennsylvania Sen. Rick Santorum. 
Romney filed Tuesday and Paul filed Wednesday. 
HOW: To register to vote, you have to be a citizen, 
18 years old by election day and have lived in the 
precinct you’re voting in for at least 30 days before 
the election. You can register to vote up to 
27 days before the election. To register, you need 
two forms of ID, which can include a driver’s li- 
cense or credit card. 

WHERE: Not sure you’re registered? Visit cook- 
countyclerk.com. You can register to vote in tons 
of places, from the Secretary of State offices to one 
of the six county clerk locations. Mail-in registration

D WASHINGTON Wasting little time to assess 
her disappointing loss in the Iowa caucuses, 
Rep. Michele Bachmann quickly closed the door 
Wednesday on her hopes to win the White House. 

“Last night the people of Iowa spoke with a very 
clear voice, so I have decided to stand aside,” she 
said at a news conference in West Des Moines. She 
finished sixth with 5 percent of the vote. “I have no 
regrets. We never compromised our principles.” 

The three-term Republican congresswoman 
from Minnesota said she never told voters “what 
the polls said you wanted to hear,” and she re- 
peatedly invoked her religious faith as one of the 
two driving forces behind her campaign. The 
other was her belief that President Obama was 
leading the country in the wrong direction. 

Bachmann entered the race with high expec- 
tations. 

While Bachmann followed her own drummer 


at times in Republican congressional politics, she 
was in tune with the beat of the Tea Party whose 
influence inside the GOP was increasing. Along 
with social conservatives, both groups were potent 
political forces in the party’s presidential nomina- 
tion race. Amid a crowded field of Republican 
contenders, Bachmann had credibility with both. 

And in Iowa, where Bachmann grew up and 
which seemed a good fit for her message and 
charisma, she scored an initial success in the 
August straw poll of Republican activists, which 
she won. But she soon was eclipsed when Texas 
Gov Rick Perry entered the race, and she slipped 
steadily in polls. Once the slide began, she never 
was able to parlay her strengths into a market- 
able candidacy again. 

“She strikes people as a courageous, dynamic 
and unapologetic conservative, who is willing 
to speak truth to power,” said Keith Appell, a

Cubs trade Carlos Zambrano for Chris Volstad

When Cubs president Theo Epstein talks about changing the culture of the long- 
suffering team, he’s not kidding. 

On Wednesday, he put his money— literally— where his mouth is, trading con- 
troversial pitcher Carlos Zambrano to Florida for pitcher Chris Volstad* The trade, 
first reported by foxsports.com, unites Big Z with the Big Mouth, Ozzte Guillen, 
who parted ways with the White Sox in September. 

Epstein himself hinted Big Z might be on the way out in an interview on WGN- 
AM 720 earlier Wednesday before news of the trade broke. 

“The Carlos Zambrano from 2011 and the years previous can’t fit into the culture 
that we have here,” Epstein said. “So change needs to happen and change will hap- 
pen. Either he’ll change and buy in and fit into this culture ... or well change the 
personnel and move forward with people who are proud to be Cubs and treat their 
teammates with respect and treat the fans with respect and can be part of a win- 
ning culture in the Cubs’ clubhouse.” 

So, what is the price of culture change? At least $15 million— that’s the portion 
of Zambrano’s $18 million contract the Cubs will have to pay, according to the Fox 
Sports report. 

The last straw for Zambrano in a Cubs uniform appears to be the Aug. 12 early 
exit, a la Sammy Sosa.

It wasn’t the first time Big Z ran afoul of Cubs coaches and management. There 
was the time he yelled at first baseman Derrek Lee in June 2010 at US* Cellular 
Field. And don’t forget the time he assaulted two Gatorade coolers in June 2008. 
Or when he punched catcher Michael Barrett in June 2007 in the clubhouse after 
giving up five runs to Atlanta. Or when he called out fans in September 2007. Or... 
we’ll stop there.

It wasn’t looking good for Strikeforce during 
its parent company’s contract negotia- 
tions with Showtime, but that changed in 
December. Showtime renewed its dedication 
to MMA and locked up Strikeforce through 
2014. It was an early Christmas gift for MMA 
fans and Strikeforce, which doesn’t get near 
the publicity of the UFC. The Showtime deal 
should help Strikeforce bring in some new 
talent and probably some new fans as well. 

The return of Anderson Silva

Yushin Okami at UFC 134 in August, the 
“Spider” has been recovering from a shoulder 
injury. The hope is Silva, the middleweight 
champ, will be ready in March or April to 
take on the winner of the Sonnen-Munoz 
bout in Chicago. And just imagine if Sonnen 
does win, what better place to have the fight 
than in Brazil? With all the smack talk Son- 
nen has done about the country and Silva’s 
overall popularity, a Silva- Sonnen pay-per- 
view would break records. 

UFC president Dana White knows how 
big it would be. 

“If wc can get Chael Sonnen vs. Anderson 
Silva, that will probably be held in Brazil in 
a stadium,” he said Tuesday on Fuel TV “Ev- 
eryone in the world will want to watch that.”

With a 

on solid bar food and 
plenty of drinks at spots 
such as The Irish Oak and 
Jack's Bar and Grill, Big Onion Tavern Group is 
at it again with its new Southern-inspired hang- 
out, Derby The Lincoln Park bar and restaurant 
sits in the larger-than-it-looks space that used to 
hold Charlie's Ale House. While we don't tend to 
crave mint juleps in the winter, we decided to give 
it a go, stopping by the sports-focused spot on a 
recent Thursday night for a late dinner and drinks. 

Here we go again ... 

...with the Southern thing. From deviled eggs to corn- 
bread to whole restaurant themes (Barn & Company and 
Farmhouse come to mind), Southern-tinged comfort food 
is becoming nearly as common in Chicago as the gastro- 
pub. When done right (and Derby does them well), the 
he arty bites are great padding for a night out drinking. But 
the whole thing is starting to feel a bit been there, ate that. 
And Derby does little to stand out among the pack. 

Keep your voice down... 

... when you're heading into the bar or leaving after a 
couple of rounds. Tucked away just off Racine Avenue on 
Webster Avenue, the neighborhood is decidedly residen- 
tial despite its close proximity to the DePaul campus. The 
dinner crowd brought a smattering of late-20 -something 
couples occupying oversize booths and tables in the main 
room, with a few larger groups watching games on TVs in 
the back part of the building. Around 10:30 p.m., the typi- 
cal Lincoln Park wind of change swept in, bringing with it 
groups of 2 i-plus college kids ready to kick back. 

You’ll go back for 

... the beer more than anything else. The bar has 24 brews 
on tap— a mix of local, craft and national brands. From 
I Ialf Acre tod wo Brothers to Lagunitas, there’s something 
for everyone. The bar served up a monster 22 -ounce mug 
of Goose Island’s So fie for $10, which is enough to keep

Derby on my list to return to for a drink. And 
if nothing on the draft menu suits your taste, 
there are plenty of big-name bottles (Miller, 
Bud, etc.) along with some imports (Chimay 
Delirium) and a smattering of craft bottles 
and cans, including three choices from Ska 
Brewing. In a nod to the Kentucky-esque 
theme, the drink menu is rounded out with a 
hearty selection of bourbon and a few racing- 
themed cocktails, but the atmosphere lends 
itself more to downing some cold brews than 
sipping something more pricey 

The food isn’t game-changing ... 

... but when it comes to slightly-upgraded bar 
grub, the menu at least offers variety Starters 


include basics like wings, pretzels and nachos 
alongside more Southern-themed choices 
such as fried pickles and hush puppies. The 
pickles ($7) were good and the spicy dipping 
sauce that came alongside added an extra 
kick. The hush puppies ($9), however, were 
disappointingly bland; despite being billed 
as having jalapeno in them, there was no fire 
here. Entrees such as baked mac £ n’ cheese, 
burgers and po’ boy sandwiches come in huge 
portions for the money ($9-$ 16). Derby’s 
signature dish, the Kentucky Hot Brown 
($14), is a traditional open-face sandwich of 
turkey ham and bacon, smothered in melted 
smoked gouda and tomatoes. The dish easily 
could be the next best hangover cure for any 
diner-loving Chicagoan. Just be careful order- 
ing it for dinner— this thing is seriously rich. 

Despite a theme ... 

... Derby does not overwhelm with decor. 
There aren’t huge photos of horses every- 
where, but there are plenty of pleasant jock- 
ey-silk patterns (including on the menus) and 
even a few derby cars. The overall look comes 
off more as the typical rich wood-and-leather 
booth sports bars than anything too theme-y 
There are plenty of TVs above the bar for big 
games, but if you want to ignore them, you 
certainly can. The music managed to keep to 
a somewhat indie/Southern rock soundtrack, 
so country music haters need not fear. 

Expect big things ... 

... when the Kentucky Derby rolls around. 
With a theme like this, a big, year-round pa- 
tio, plenty of TVs and bartenders who know 
how to sling mint juleps, I’ll have my eye on 
Derby in May as the place to watch the race. 


BOTTOM LINE 

Derby is what it bills itself to be-a sports bar with a bias toward horse racing and Southern 
fare. Don’t go in expecting a gourmet meal or a craft cocktail, but don’t rule it out for a fun 
stop on your next Lincoln Park bar crawl. Ultimately, though, the bar will need to rely on 
events and mixing up its menu to stand apart from the other Southern-inspired spots in town.

The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo 

Trent Reznor & Atticus Ross 

III Trent Reznor and Atticus Ross’ 

• # # # soundtrack for the David Fincher 
thriller “The Girl With the Dragon 
Tattoo” is nothing if not complete. 

The 39 tracks, which stretch for nearly 
three hours, run the gamut from potential 
rock singles and haunting instrumentals to 
incidental music that feels like filler. The 
collection could be streamlined into an 
impressive little stand-alone album— the way 
Reznor and Ross did for the soundtrack to 
“The Social Network”— but is instead the 
boxed-set version right off the bat. 

Though the first single, an electro version 
of the Led Zeppelin classic “Immigrant 
Song” with Karen O. of the Yeah Yeah Yeah’s 
on lead vocals, is meant to be the attention- 
getter, it pales in comparison to the poi- 
gnant ballad “Is Your Love Strong Enough?” 
from How to Destroy Angels, the Reznor 
side project featuring his wife, Mariqueen 
Maandig, on vocals. The song takes the mix 
of pretty, powerful vocals and stomping rock 





that made Evanescence so popular to the 
next level, especially once the Nine Inch 
Nails-styled electronic drums kick in. 

Most of “Dragon Tattoo” is designed to 
sound cold and dark, but Reznor and Ross 
work that to their advantage, especially in 
the lovely instrumental “What if We Could?” 
In “Great Bird of Prey,” which manages to 
sound diabolical and gorgeous at the same 
time, they try to capture Rooney Mara’s ap- 
peal sonically. 

It’s a nifty trick— one that would be far 
more effective if it weren’t diluted with so 
much background music, glenn gamboa, newsday
